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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent claim 1 
recites limitations not found in the cited prior art. Specifically, claim 1 discloses the limitations, 
"simultaneously displaying an email writing window and a text message transmission window on 
a screen when the sender accesses a mail site and selects writing an email", and "when the 
sender writes a title and a content of an email on the email writing window, displaying at least 
the title of the email in a content section of the text message transmission window". The cited 
prior art fails to teach at least these limitations. Cited patent Klassen et al (US 7,277,719 B2) 
and publication Kang et al (US 2002/0152220 A1) teach mixed-messaging interfaces utilizing 
email and SMS messaging similar to the instant application, but fail to teach at least the claimed 
simultaneous display and message title display. The cited non-patent literature Ipipi 
(http://www.ipipi.com/help/sms_outlook.htm) and Upside SMS (http://www.upsideweb.com/sms- 
outlook.htm) teach interfaces for composing SMS messages through an email-type interface 
similar to that of the instant application. However, both Ipipi and Upside SMS also fail to teach 
at least the claimed simultaneous display and message title display. As a result, claim 1 is 
allowed, and dependent claims 2-5 are similarly allowed.
